Up to date the McKinley people have been 
practically an army without officers, or to 
speak more correctly, an ar with as many 
officers as it had members, but the futility 
of this plan of campaign, ifany battles were 
to be won, soon became apparent, and the 
necessity of choosing a commanding chief 
whose ordérs would be obeyed was plajn. 

The man selected for the position of lead- 
ing the forces is William J. Calhoun, a 
lawyer of Danville, Vermilion County. 


Calhoun as a Leader. 


Calhoun is a comparatively young Men, 
tall and slender, afd possessed of more than 
a fair amount of ability. He always has 
been a politician to the extent of taking an 
active interest in public affairs, local as well 
as State and national, which the country 
lawyer of necessity does, but has not been 
an office-holder with the exception of a 
couple of terms in the Legislature, and in 
this case the office sought the man, he never 
having shown any desire for persona! pre- 
ferment. / 

Cathoun is possessed of considerable ¢lo- 
quence, is a ready debater, and has an ex- 
cellent knowledge of parliamentary law and 

ractice. in his business he is a good trial 
awyer and represents the various ratiroads 
which run in and out of Danville, In politics 
he has been at times somewhat of a thorne 
in the side of his fellow+townsman, Con- 
gressman Cannon, but in the main the two 
have got on together fairly well. : 

In selecting Calhoun as commander-in- 
chief of the McKinley forces the promise 
was made that his authority should be abso- 
lute and none of his orders questioned or dis- 
obeyed. How far this promise will be kept 
is, of course, a matter entirely for the future 
to demonstrate. 

Mayor Swift's friends were anxious that he 
should be put in command of the McKinley 
people, but this plan the Mayor refused to 
acquiesce in. 

He said if for no other reason physical ones 
would prevent him from assuming so 
arduous a ition, his strength not being 
restored fully from his recent illnegs and 
his voice incapable of anything like a long 
strain. It was also suggested that Congress- 
tnan Hopkins of Aurora would be a suitable 
man for the place, but there are many ob- 
jections to this. The feéling being it would 
be unwise to mix up the Kane County man‘s 
candidacy for,the Governorship with the 
attempt to secure instructions for the Ohio 
candidate at the national convention. 

George P. Englehard, who has shown much 
ability as @ manager during this contést, 
unfortunately has no experience as a de- 
bater and public speaker, which militated 
against his usefulness as a leader on the floor 
of the convention, and so at McNulta’s sug- 
gestion, Calhoun was chosen and all of the 
othersgwore allegiance to him. 

“We have selected Mr. Calhoun.” said 
Mayor Swift this afternoon, “an absolute 
Wirector of the McKinley campaign. He is 
to have full charge and control, and we will 
all obey his orders. There is to be no appeal 
from his devision, no fault found with his 
action, and our attempt will be to so organize 
our forces as to present just as united a 
front as do our adversaries.” ° 


MeKinley Boom Comes to Town. 


The McKinley boom received its expected 
impetus this hee when the McKinley 
club of Chicago, headed with a brass band 
with twenty-five pieces, came salling into 
town full of noises and enthusiasm, awaken- 
ing everybody in the town about 5 o’clock in 
the morning. 

Better bands have been heard, but few who 
could make as much noise, and as several 
hundred delegates from all quarters of the 
State, with their friends, came in on various 
trains at the same time there has been but 
little sleep in Springfield.

According to their information 
and belief it was thought throughout the 
State that the McKinley people were not 
going to have a fair show on the floor of the 
convention. They were afraid public senti- 
ment would become so strong that it might 
lead to an uprising, or a mob of some sort or 
other.

At the Illinois, Indiana and 
lowa crossing near Kankakee there was a 
delay of four and a haif minutes, Tus Tris- 
UNS fiyer being blocked by a freight train 
which was passing the crossing.

During the excitement —re appeared in 
the crowd and said the explosion was not 
caused by dynamite. They said the gasoline 
engine in the basement had blown @p. 

This engine was forty feet from where the 
explosion oceurred and in another room. 

Proof of the falsity of the staetment of the 
government officials is found in the arrest 
of the man suspected of being the dynamiter 
near the palace. 

The fact that there are bold, aggressive 
sympathizers of the insurgents in this city 
who will not hesitate to commit desperate 
acts has caused a feeling of terror among the 
Spaniards and their allies, ; 

No one feels safe. 


Cut Eyes Out of Dead. F 

The, government gives out a terrible story 
of the wruelty of insurrectionists that is cov- 
ares in official dispatches from Hoyo Colo- 
rado. : 

In Habana Province, the dispatch says, 
twelve Spanish guerrillas were surprised by 
a rebel party, who were ambushed behind 
a stone fence. After sharp firing the rebels 
fled and seven Spaniards left alive went 
away. 

When the Spaniards returned to secure 
the bodies of their five dead they found 
that the rebels had returned before them 
and mutilated the bodies. 

The eyes had been cut from their sockets 
with machetes and strung on wire like beads, 
after which they had been hung on the limb 
of a tree in the form of a ghastly collar.

“Shall our stewards be elected by the as- 
sembled brotherhood of the laity, instead of 
being a self-perpetuating body whose elec- 
tion depends on the nomination of the pastor? 

“ Shall our presiding elders be elected by 
the annual,conference instead of being ap- 
pointed by the Bishops? 

“ Shall the arbitrary time limit that often 
émbarrasses thé appointing power, the 
preacher, and the churches, be modified or 
removed? * 

“ Shall the undemocratic and disregarded 
rule forbidding negotiations between preach- 
ers and people as to appointments be en- 
forced or abrogated? 

“Shall our discipline, without specifying 
certain protribitions, leave all questions of 
casuistry, excepting, of course, any form of 
immorality, to the individual conscience of 
the members" 

“ Shall the mandgement of the secular and 
business enterprise of the. church continue 
in the hands of the ministers instead of be- 
ing open equally to jaymen who have busi- 
ness education and experience? 

“Shall the women of Methodism be per- 
mitted to exercise church rights not yet rec- 
ognized by the General Conference? 

No Right to Remain Quiet. 

“So far as you and I are concerned, if we 
think our church will be benefited by set- 
tling these problems in harmony with rad- 
fealism we have no right to remain quiet. 
Discussion and agitation become a duty. 
So far as our doctrines are founded upon 
the word of God they are unchangeable, but 
our polity, which is a human invention, need 
not remain as it was from the beginning, but 
rather needs to be modified to meet new con- 
ditions and exigencies. 

“When agents, secretaries, Presidents, 
and professors of colleges and all the pre- 
siding elders are scrambling for a place in 
the General Conference and are using their 
official positions to further their personal 
ambitions, there seems to be no chance for 
the man who is doing the great work of a 
suceessful preacher and pastor. As a rule, 
with an occasional exception, ecclesiastical 
politicians snatch the honors and are gtven 
the front seats in the official synagogue. 
It is coming to be common talk that our 
Methodist ministry considers the pastorate 
as of minor importance—only a stepping- 
stone to a semi-secular agency, secretary- 
ship, an editorship, or the episcopacy. 

“It is also said that Methodist ministers 
who have once been elevated to official posi- 
tion consider it an affliction and a humilia- 
tion to be sent back and down to the ranks of 
the pastorate. The selfishness and occasional! 
unfairness of this, which we have called 
officialism, is not only undemocratic, but, 
according to the special code of the New 
Testament, is emphatically wrong and un- 
just.

Officers of the company deprecated strike 
talk. Manager Babcock said it was barely 
possible there would be temporary trouble, 
but he really thought a harmonious ad- 
justment would be reached this morning.

This investigation was directed largely at

In his testimony Folger said he had felt a

then. His resignation took effect in Janu- 
ary, 1803, and he became General Manager 
of the Harvey company in March. 
Referring to the charges of J. B. Davies 
as developed in that man’s suit against the 


Harvey to him Folger quoted a letter he had 
written in which he said: 

“I did not make Mr. Davies’ acquaintance 
until after I bécame Chief of Ordnance and 
then in no manner connected with the Har- 
vey process. I recollect Mr. Davies in 
connection only with an extraordinary re- 
mark he made to me once as to his intimacy 
with Gen. Tracy, then Secretary of the 
Navy. I donot think I saw Mr. Davies three 
times during the developments of the Har- 


_ vey plate, a period extending over four years. 


Mr. Harvey once asked me if it would facili- 
tate matters if he had an agent in Washing- 
ton to urge the sale of tool steel and men- 
tioned Mr. Davies’ name. I replied—and 
your letter recalls this circumstanee, which 
I had forgotten—that such an agent would 
be a disadvantage to him as I preferred to 
talk with the principals on technical mat- 


_ ters.”’ 


Folger admitted asking that Harvey’s ap- 
plication for patent be expedited, but* said 
this was done because of the novelty and im- 
portance to the department of his invention. 
He said while with the department he was 


| not influenced in his dealings with the Har- 
| vey company by the possibility that he might 


enter the employment of the company. 

In reply to a question as to the cost of 
manufacturing armor plate and the price 
paid by the government, he said he believed 
the cost to be from $250 to $300 per ton, while 


the price paid is $550. 


Secretary Herbert explained in his testi- 
mony many points under investigation, 
among others the reason why Secretary 
Tracy provided a fund of 2 cents per pound 
on armor made by’ the Carnegie company in 
addition to the price paid, saying it was to 
indemnify the company ainst a claim of 
the Schneider company of Creusat, France, 
for infringement of patent. He said the 
money thus provided had not. been paid 
and that its payment had been resisted. 
Herbert said that up to date $5,522,264 had 
been paid to the Bethlehem company and 
$4,657,331 to Carnegie for armor plate. Ex- 
isting contracts call for $800,000 more. He 
said the manufacturerr had agreed to reduce 
the price on future contracts to $450 per ton, 
but the plate at that price was not to be 
Harveyized. 

Secretary Herbert said Commander Folger 
had approached him on behalf of the Harvey 
company, but not until after he had resigned 
his position as Chief of Ordnance; he still, 
however, was an officer of the navy. 
Referring to the question of patents, the 
Secretary said Capt. Sampton, present Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance, recommended to 
him to disregard the Harvey process, and 
said in future contracts the department 
would not be governed by it, giving the opin- 
ion himself that Senator Chandler had given 
that the Harvey patent wus invalid and 
would be so declared. He, therefore, had 
decided not to pay any more on that ac- 
count. He said'he understood that ex-Sec- 
retary Tracy’s firm was counsel for the 
defense of the Harvey patent. 


CORONER'S - JURY ACCUSES BASTIAN. 


Find Ne Evidence Sufficient te Hold 
His Wife or Sister—The Day’s 
Testimony. 


Moline, Ill., April 28,—{Special.}—The-. en- 
tire day was consumed with the continua- 
tion of the Kuschmann inquest. 

Dr. Eddy of Milan, who examined the body 

at the first inquest, said the wounds might 
have been caused by being thrown or 
dragged or kicked a horse. 
Drs. Barth and Hollowbush of Rock 
Island, who made the post-mortem exam- 
ination, were positive they could not have 
been caused: in that way, but were blows, 
some with a hatchet and some with a club. 
There were no marks of violence except on 
the head. 

Stephen T. Hull, the Deputy Sheriff who 
has principal care of the case, described in 
detail the finding of blood on the buggy, on 
Kuschmann’s overcoat, on Bastian’s cloth- 
ing, and the great splashes of blood on the 
cow shed door, cornstalks, sides of the stall, 
and even where it had splashed upon the 
ceiling. He testified to Bastian’s supicious 
behavior while the matter was being inves- 
tigated and to his conflicting statements 
about paying Fred Kuschmann off and 
about the disposition of the body, and also 
Carrie Bastianp’s conflicting stories to him 
about seeing her brother pay Kuschmann 
and about seeing the latter start to the cow 
shed with the milk pail. 

Robert Kuchmann Jr. was present at the 
former inquest, and went with Bastian to 
see if there was any money in Kuschmann’s 
trunk: There Bastian called his attention 
to blood on the horse’s tail, which, he said, 
had got there when he was dragged. 

Much was expected of Carrie Bastian, but 
She baffled every effort to securing from her 
an admission that she knew anything of 
the murder. In several minor particulars, 
however, she contradicted her ~ previous 
statements to the officers, and when crogs- 
questioned as to having told them she saw 
her brother with one hand full of silver and 
one full of bills, talking| with Kuschmann 
the evening of the murder, admitted having 
probably said it, but if she did it was not 
true. She swore she didi not see Kusch- 
mann take the milk pail. 

She also swore that while bathing in the 
dining-room, standing back by the bed- 
room door, she plainly saw under the low- 
ered curtain Kuschmann enter the summer 
kitchen. This was demonstrated by dia- 
grams and photographs of the house to have 
been a physical impossibility, but she stuck 
to her story. She also swore that when 
Bastian came home late in the night the 
body was found he undressed in his wife's 
room, while Mrs. Bastian swore yesterday 
that her husband lay down on a couch in 
another room without undressing. 

Carrie Bastian also stated she did not 
make any inquiries abodut the manner of 
Kuschmann’s death. She swore that the 
night of the murder when she followed her 
brother out after he said the horse came 
home she did not go close to the bu but 
saw nothing in it. She declared she knew 
nothing of the murder and still believes 
Kuschmann to have been killed by the horse. 

Her brother had told her the night before 

his suicide that he would kill himself were it 
not for his wife and child, and next morning 
when she went to call him she was afraid 
she might find him dead. She said she 
thought it was because he was worried by 
people charging him with the murder of Fred 
Kuschmann. 
P. W. Tiedemann testified that Mrs. Bas- 
tian sent Kuschmann’s old shoes and cloth- 
ing home by him, saying she didn’t want his 
old duds lying around the house. 

Constable Louis Eckhart testified to meet- 
ing Bastian on the road after the former in- 
quest, and in answer to Bastian’s inquiry 
told him the inquest could be reopened. 
Bastian turned pale and became violently 
agitated. After at the farm Bastian was 
— agitated over the proposed investiga- 
The .jury returned a verdict that Fred 
Kuschmann was murdered by Henry Bas- 
tian, but could find no evidence sufficient to 
hold any one else. 

It is understood, however, that detectives

WARREN F. LELAND GOES T0 NEW YORK. : 


He Will Assume Control eft the 
Windser Hotel in That City 
on May i. 


Warren F. Leland, whose nacne to Chica- 
goans is associated with the word “ hotel,” 
leaves today.for New York. On May 1 he 
will assume control of the Windsor Hotel 
in that city. His lease of the property is for 
a term of twenty-one years. For fifteen 
years he has been in charge of different ho- 
tels in this city. 

Mr. Leland came to Chicago in 1880 from 
the Delavan. House, Albany, N. Y. He at 
that time purchased the Garden House, on 
Michigan avenue, at once changing the name 
to the Leland Hotel. Here he made ex- 
tensive improvements. In 1892 he sold this 
property to a New York company and at 
once began making plans for the Chicago 
Beach Hotel, which was completed in the 
spring of 1898. During the Fair he made for 
the syndicate $244,000. 

Mr. Leland has leased the Ocean House, 
Newport, R. I. For one year he was. the 
proprietor of the Windsor Hotel, Jackson- 
ville, Fla., one of the popular winter resorts 
of the South. Last September he leased the 
Windsor Hotel. His rental will involve an 
amount exceeding $6,000,000. 

Mr. Leland returned three weeks ago from 
Jacksonville, where he spent the winter. On 
his way home he contracted a severe cold 
and has been confined to his room ever since. 
He expects to make the trip to New York 
without serious injury to himeelf. 

“It is with many feelings of regret that I 
leave Chicago,’’ said he yesterday. “ I have 
entered into the life of the city so completely 
that I feel as if I belonged here more than 
anywhere else. My family will remain in 
this city until next fall, when they will come 
to me in New York. I shall still retain my 
property in this city. I have leased it, how- 
ever, for a long term.” 

Mr. Leland was known as “the watch 
dog ”’ of the Lake-Front. In 1892 he brought 
suit against the Illinois Central for encroach- 
ing on~his water front, and won the case. 


He was always on the leekeout for political. 


conventions, and was gne of the foremost 
in urging Chicago as the place for holding 
the World's Fair.

RATIONS AND. SUPPLIES FOR POOR LO.

Opening of Bids Brings an Aggerega- 
tion of Miscellaneous Goods at 
the Chicago Agency.

Uncle Sam opened bids yesterday for near- 
pares worth of supplies for his ward, 
_ When he can spare the time Lo is a farmer 
or stock raiser, as a rule, and the Bider 
Brother at Washington has to furnish him 
with agricultural implements, wagons, har- 
hess, furniture, household goods, and ra- 
tiong. Most of the rations go to the reserva- 
tions and schools where Lo hasn’t much 
time to de farm work. 

Lo’s needs are supplied mostly through 
purchasing agencies in Chicago and New 
York, where bids are received for specified 
amounts of scheduled articles, and. where 
everything except beef, wheat, corfi meal, 
and certain other articles of subsistence are 
delivered for distribution to the agencies 
and schools. At one time New York fur- 
nished all the supplies purchased for the 
Indian service. Just why it was considered 
economical to pay the freight from New 
York to Chicago no one seemed to know, 
and no one knows yet. : 

Finally some one in the Department of the 
Interior found a map of the United States 
and saw that Chicago was located much 
nearer the home of the Indians than Gotham, 
and it was decided to transfer the purchas- 
ing agency to Chicago. New York made a 
great howl, and succeeded in prevailing on 
Congress to, have half the bids opéned in 
New York. Some day Congress will realize 
that two and two are four and then the en- 
tire agency will be established here. 

Just 446 sealed rr were opened yes- 
terday. Each bid was Accompanied with 4 
certified check for 5 per cent of the amount 
of the bid and with samples of the articles 
the bidder proposés to furnish, except in the 
case of bulky articles. The agency, at No. 
1241 Btate street, looked like a department 
store, the Congressional seed officé, a gro- 
cery, drug store, and wholesale hardware 
warehouse combined. Sewing machines 
stood beside réapers and harvestets, sad- 
dies and harness néstled up close to iron 
beds and school desks, and plows held close 
communion with rakes, grindstones, and 
sad irons. 

The list of things the government has to

Customers’ Commercial Paper. 


There is a financial institution in town of 
which the general public is not informed, 
but the eternal fitness of things is preserved 
because the public, as a body, has no busi- 
ness with it. The institution has no name, 
is not organized in any way, hor are its 
workings governed by by-laws or rules of 
any kind; and yet nearly every bank in the 
city is interested in its work and contributes 
to its support. 

There is one way by which a business-man 
may know the institution is in working 
order: Should he previously have been a 
regular borrower in the local market, and, 
on making application to some bank for an 
extension of his line of credit, be refused 
the favor sought it will be good evidence of 
his having come under the notice of the in- 
stitution.

“ There is such an association maintained 
by the banks, but there is nothing partic- 
mash new about it. Its value to a bank is

Decatur, Mich., April 28.—[{Special.}--Chief 
Pokagon of the Pottawattomie tribe of In- 
diens, which is domiciled in Southwestern 
Michigan, has received notice from Wash- 
ington that the sum of $104,000 will soon be 
distributed among the 270 members of the 
tribe. The claim of the Indians has been 
pending in the Court of Claims since 1866, 
and is for lands deeded to the United States 
in 1838, when this band refused to be re- 
moved to the Western reservation. Chief 
Pokagon, father of the present chief, was 
one of the most active participants in the 
massacre at Fort Dearborn in 1812.

ALTGELD’S CHARGES AGAINST CLEVE- 


The Democratie Governor of Illinois says 
of the Democratic President, elected on the 
same ticket as himself, in his letter criticis- 
ing Secretary Carlisie’s speech:

And the rea- 
son giver for this extraordinary and even crimi- 
nal procedure was that the speculators and sharks 
of Wall street had agreed to protect the govern- 
ment against the gold raids until the. following 
Novémber. That is, the wealthiest, the most en- | 
terprising, the, most powerful, mest industrious 
and thrifty nation on the globe paid tribute to a 
small band of speculators for protection. And 
when the month of November arrived these specu- 
laters withdrew their protection, and then the 
government proceeded to issue another $100,000, 000 
of bends, thus increasing the burdens of our peo- 
ple. ; 
If these charges of misfeasance in ollice 
ate true it is the duty of the House of Rep- 
resentatives té prepare articles of impeach- 
ment against Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Car- 
lisle; and of the Senate to find them guilty 
and remove them from office. Then they 
can be prosecuted in the courts and pun- 
ished. still further for committing such 
erimes against the American people. 

But the House will not impeach the Presi- 
dent, for its leaders knuw why he made the 
contract with the bond syndicate.

He hates to see 127 
millions of gold-in the Treasury to protect 
the redempting greenback and Sherman 
notes. But what maddens him the most is 
the reflection that fifteen months ago the 
country Was nearer the silver standard than 
it ever will be again, and that Cleveland 
saved the gold standard and prevetited a 
slump to silver monometallism. 

‘The violent charges Altgeld makes now 
are caused by his bitter disappointment 
that sound money still lives, The hatred 
and fury which have been festering within 
him so long have found vent at last. His 
venomous assault on the President and the 
head of his party shows how much the fail- 
ure to destroy half the value of the currency 
galls him. 


COUNCIL’S POWER TO FIX CAR FARES 

The Appellate Court has decided that the 
City Council can fix the maximum amount 
which a street railroad company, being a 
common Carrier, can charge for its services. 
That decision, if sustained by the Supreme 
Court, as it unquestiotiably will be, will 
sweep away many legal cobwebs, and will 
also interfere materially with the most 
profitable branch of the business of boodling 
Aldermen—the sale for long periods of time 
of the inalienable rights of the people. 

The necessary sequence of this decision 
that the Council can fix maximum rates of 
fare is that those rates tiust be reasonable 
oles. But the rate which is reasonable at 
one tithe, wheh a company is just begin- 
ning business and operating expenses are 
heavy and travelis light, becomes unreasona- 
ble at a later day, when travel is heavy and 
the use of a cheaper motive power has re- 
duced expenses. Then the body which 
fixed that maxinium must reduce it to a 
reasonable figure, or the people are robbed 
for the benefit of a corporation which is 
allowed to use the public streets. 

It has béen settled by State and Federal 
Supreme Courts that the passenger and 
freight tates of steim railroads ‘can be 
regulated by the Legislature. They ate 
common carriers, and the common law of 
England, which this country inherited, has 
always held that the charges of such car- 
riers were subject to regulation, so that 
they might not be unreasonable. The IIli- 
nois Legislature, acting through the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, prescribes a 
maximum rate. If the roads deem it tov 
low they can go into court and contest it. 
(If they can sustain their contention they 
are given felief. 

A quarter of a century ago the railroad 
lawyers claimed that the maximum rates 
specified in many of the old charters were 
contracts and could not be changed. But 
the courts held that the right of the people 
‘to reasonable rates ceuld not be sold or 
given away by a State Legislature, and that 
those old maximums were subject to re- 
rision. No railroad lawyer denies that 
now. 

The decision of the Appellate Court opens 
+ the way to the recognition of the fact that 
steam and street railroads stand on the 
same footing except that the rates of one 
are regulated by the State, which charters 
them, and of the other by the City Cothn- 
cil, which gives them the right to occupy 
the streets. As the State can reduce the 
maximum charge of fifty years ago because 
inreasonable now, so can the Council re- 
duce the miaxiniim rate allowed fifteen 
years ago, in the days of horse power, be- 
ecanse unreasonable now. 

Thus the boodling Aldermen, who at dif- 
ferent times have sold franchises coupled 
with the condition that the maximum fare 
should be five cents, did not sell the an- 
alterable right they thought they did. The 
promoters who paid the bribes and pur- 
ehased the franchises did not buy all they 
thought they did. 

Under this decision, which is merely 
good old comman law applied to a certain 
elass of comimion carriers, the Council can 
pass an ordinance deciating that three cents 
or four cents shall be the maximum fare.

They are believed to be scattered about 
the State on variotis railroads, but aiming 
for the State Capital. They are said to have 
taken the prettiest trains they could find. 
‘This display of artistic temperament has re- 
sulted in much diverse travel and it is barely 
possible a few may not be able to reach 
Springfield before the session is over. Some 
others are reported to be waiting for another 
special train to take or miss before making 
another effort to leave home and these, too, 
will probably be absent from the councils. 
But the practical politicians have reached 
the objective point to a woman. They are 
up to their pretty necks in the most ap- 
proved factional strife. They are deep in 
caucuses, rival candidates, harmony talks, 
denunciations, and speechmaking galore, of 
course, and the hand that rocks the cradle 
has given up the monotonous task of ruling 
the world for the more exciting experience 
of wielding the gavel. 


CELEBRATION OF WESLEY DAY. 

The celebration of Wesley day by the 
Methodists of Chicago last night was nota- 
ble because of the studied absence of any- 
thing more than a mere mention of Wesley 
himself. The progressive spirits in Meth- 
odism have come to look on the founder of 
the sect as the embodiment of the system 
of despotism they are seeking to overthrow. 
Only one tribute to him was in the original 
program arranged for last night—and even 
that was changed at the last. 

The address of the Rev. L. T. Townsend 
6ti the atibject, “ Is More of the Democratic 
Spirit Needed in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church Polity?” was the keynote of the 
celebration: He tovk advanced ground on 
the proposition for a broader spirit in the 
great religious organization and éven de- 
nounced the prevailing system as.“ bearing 
all the marks of the spoils system in pro- 
fessional politics.” This umcompromising 
attack on the policy of John Wesley is ex- 
pected to have material bearing on the action 
that is to be taken on the question of admit- 
ting women as delegates to the General Con- 
ference to be opened in Cleveland next F'ri- 
day. The failure of the Baltimore amend- 
ment to the Methodist Constitution by the 
narrow margin of 18 votes .in a total of 
ovet 10,000 to receive a two-thirds majority 
is declated by the friends of the 
women to be prattically™ a victory. 
The immense majority in favor of the 
change as revealed by the vote is considered 
a warrant for bringing the subject before 
the conference for tinal adjudication. The 
opponents of the cause of women are rest- 
ing on the letter of the law that accepts the 
decision of the district conferences as de- 
cisive without regard to size of majority and 
it is this attocratie spirit the democratic 
Methodists ‘are combating and hope to de- 
feat, They bring to their aid a strong point 
in the undeniable indication that fot to act

A SOUND MONEY PLATFORM. 

On one point there is no uncertainty as to 
what the Republican State convention will 
do today. It will adopt an honest money 
plank. It cannot well avoid doing so, for 
the reason that there are no free silver dele- 
gates, any more than there are any free 
trade ones.

Much of the platform will be devoted to 
State issues, and it-is safe to predict that 
the false claims of efficiency and economy 
mac: on behalf of the Altgeld administra- 
tion. will be riddled. The extravagance of 
the last Democratic Legislature and the de- 
moralization of the public institutions by 
Altgeld will be shown up. There is a fine 
field there for a good platform-writer. 
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Tue interpellation in Pagliament on Mon- 
day confirms a TRIBUNE -dispatch on the 
day previous. In reply to Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt’s question, Mr. Balfour, First 
Lord of the Treasury, said that arrange- 
ments for a condition of arbitration with 
respect to Venezuela and other questions 
were matters which Great Britain and the 
United States had in view during the re- 
cent negotiations and that the. last com- 
munication frem Washington arrived on 
Friday last and is now under consideration, 
He further said that the government would 
deal both with the general question of arbi- 
tration and with the special question as con- 
nected with Venezuela, and that there was 
a prospect of satisfactory séttlement. 

This interpellation goes to confirm the ac- 
curacy of THe TRIBUND’s special news. In 
Sunday’s issue it was affirmed that “ we age 
practically upon the verge of a complete 
and satisfactory international arrangement 
with Great Britain.” It was further af- 
firmed: 

Lord Salisbury will on Monday be in cable com- 
munication with Secretary Oiney. He will receive 
on Sunday, or on Monday morning at the latest, 
an official communication setting forth what at 
Washington are held to be the vital points at 
issue between the two governthents, and especially 
what may be taken as satisfactory ways for the re- 
establishment of a complete and satisfactory in- 
ternational understanding. This communication 
will be submitted to the British Prime Minister-by 
Ambassador Bayard. 

The date of the receipt of this communica- 
tion was not accurately given by our corre- 
spondent, as it reached London a day or two 
sooner, but the general statement was cor- 
rect, as will be seen by Monday’s proceed- 
ings in Parliament.

The 
opinion was expressed jn some quarters that 
the bulk of the new money loaned at 8 per cent.

CUT IN LAKE AND RAIL RATES. 


Western Roads Trying toe Prevent a 
General Reduction in Tarifis. 
Traffic officials of the Western roads are 
much agitated over a report that the Og- 
densburg Transit company issued a joint 
tariff April 13 naming rates on the basis of 44 
cénts, first class, from New York to Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee, with corresponding 
differentials on articles taking commodity 
rates. Those differential rates, it is under- 
stood, apply from Boston, New York, and 
common points. If to such differential 
rates lines west of Chicago and Milwaukee 
should add proportions based on 30 cents, 
first class, Chicago to St. Paul, the result 
would be through rates on the basis of 74 
cents, first-class, a reduction of 10 cents 

from the agreed tariff rates. 

In a circular to the General Freight Agents 
of Western and Northwestern roads Com- 
missioner Midgley says the above rates 
should not be met by the roads in the West- 
ern Freight Association. He explains that 
at the meeting in New York of the various 
lines interested in rail and lake routes from 
seaboard territory the lowest rates named 
were on the basis of 54 cents per 100 pounds, 
first class, from New York to Chicago, and 
70 cents, first class, New York to Duluth. 
In order to prevent the application of 
through rates on less than the agreed basis 
roads west of Chicago and Milwaukee are 
requested in no event to accept less than, 
first class, 40 cents; second, 34; third, 26; 
fourth, 18; fifth, 15; sixth, 12 cents per 100 
pounds in connection with any lake and rail 
routes to the above mentioned Lake Michi- 
gan ports issued on a less basis than 54 
cents per 100 pounds, first class. 

It is believed this is but the beginning of a 
break in the lake rates. Other lake trans- 
portation lines will no doubt follow the ex- 
ampte of the Ogdensburg Transit company, 
and the rail connections will be compelled 
to accept the proportionate rates offered 
them by the lake lines. 


New Orleans and Galveston Grain 
Rates Lead to Mere Trouble. 

The question of relative rates on grain 
from the Missouri River and points west 
thereof to New Orleans and Galveston 
threatens to result in another serious row 
among the Southwestern roads. The West- 
ern Freight Association approves the ac- 
tion of the Missouri Pacific in repudiating 
the rates fixed by Arbitrators Faithorn and 
How. Not only the Missouri Pacific, but 
other Western roads, it is claimed, would be 
at a disadvantage were they to accept the 
rates fixed by the arbitrators. 

These roads are required by the action of 
the arbitrators, it is claimed, to *take no 
business to New. Orleans from a number of 
points on their ‘lines, and this is the main 
cause for their grievance. They claim to 
have better facilities to take business to 
New Orleans than to Galveston, and they do 
not propose to sacrifice business and earn- 
ings to help the latter port. 

As the fight fs likely to affect the business 
coming to and via Chicago from the West 
the executive officers of the Western Freight 
Association lines will meet in St. Louis next 
Friday to decide upon measures that will 
prevent a recurrence of the conditions that 
prevailed last winter, when most of the Mis- 
sourl River and Kansas grain went to New 
Orleans and Galveston.

There will be three factories for the manu- 
facture of matches in France, each of which 
will be equipped with ten. machines. It is 
estimated the three factories will manu- 
facture all the matches needed for coun- 
sumption in Franee. Under the contract 
these matches are {o be used only in France, 
and none of the products of the factories 


announcements of the closing of the con- 
tract with the government, and also giving 
a description of the machines. From Le 
Matin therd is taken a description of the 
match machine, for the right to use which 
the French Government is to pay a total of 
$600,000, It is described as being 15 mcters 
in length, and is constructed in such a 
fashion that the workman places a block 
‘of wood in one of the machines and out of 
the other boxes of matches are taken, ready 
to be delivered to the consuimer. 
What the Machine Will De. 
The machine comprises four distinct parts. 


The first of these cuts up the black of wood 


into splints. .In the second parts these 
splints are put into presses and one end is 
forced into a steel plate, over which is run 
a roller which contains the phosphorus paste 
which forms the head of the match. The 
plates then run through the third part of the 
machine, which is a dryer, and from which 
the matches emerge ready for boxing. In 
the fourth part the matches are au- 
tomatically boxed and turned out ready for 
being done up in packages. The phosphorus 
paste which is put on the tips of the matches 
is conveyed to the machine through pipes, 
which allow none of the fumes to éscape. 
In all the factories equipped with these ma- 
chines they are placed in the top room of 
the building, so the fumes may readily pass 
off. In France it is proposed to inclose the 
machines in glass, so by no possibility can 
the gas escape and injure the workmen. 

In another Paris newspaper an interesting 
account is given of Mr. Barber, the President 
of the company.: It says a State engineer 
was sent to the United States to investigate 
the report that match-making machinery 
had been perfected here. The following is 
a literal translation of the portion of the 
newspaper report: “ One learned by him 
that a man of the trade, Mr. Barber, had in- 
vented a machine which did away with the 
danger of phosphorus poisoning. It is very 
curious to show how that ingenious man 
attained to this discovery. Mr. Barber, of 
Irish origin, expatriated himself about 
twenty years ago and came to seek his 
fortune in America. Without money he in- 
stalled himself in Chicago and put himself 
to work for subsistence to make matches 
out of wood. Obliged to cut his matches by 
hand, and to paraffine them, phosphorus 
them, he could understand himself the defec- 
tion of this rudimentary fabrication. Gifted 
with a quick intelligence he tried to simplify 
his work. He constructed first a machine to 
cut the wood, then another to phosphorus 
them. He arrived little by little to effect 
each one of the mechanisms necessary to the 
perfecting of matches. Then he conceived 
another project, uniting all these systems 
into one. Constructing a machine to pro- 
duce matches without the aid of the work- 
men, suppressing, then, all danger of intoxi- 
cation. After much study and many at- 
tempts he obtained the sought result. Mr. 
Barber, who in time had become rich, has 
experimented with his machines in his own 
factory. His establishment, belonging sole- 
ly to him, now makes 125,000,000 matches— 
made mechanically.”’ 

There were total sales yesterday of 5,680 
shares of Diamond Match stock. Eastern 
money is still being sent to Chicago for in- 
vestment in this security. 

Cheap Money Is Promised. 

Bankers in Chicago are not in accord as to 
the probability of cheap money after May 1. 
Some express the belief the rates will not 
show a decline. There are others, however, 
who express the belief there will be a decline 
of from 1 to 2 per cent from the present 
rates. The banks are now getting from 6 to 
7 per cent for time loans and 5 to 6 per cent 
for call loans. The rates after May 1 are 
tkely to be from 4 to 5 per cent for call loans 
and from 5 to 6 per cent for time loans, nut- 
withstanding the doubt expressed by some 
of the bankers. With cheap money in the 
East, it will be impossible to keep up rates 
here. In Boston loans are being made at 
even lower rates than those named as prob- 
able rates in Chicagoafter May1. The Bos- 
ton News Bureau of Saturday had the fol- 
lowing regarding the money situation in 
Boston: 

**The money market is both quiet and 
easy. Banks seem to have plenty of funds, 
but a few will not interest themselves in any 
paper under 5% to6 per cent, no matter what 
the quality. The supply of. paper is being 
constantly reduced. The best single names 
will pass as low as 5 per cent, and factory 
paper is quoted at 4 to 4% per cent according 
to grade. On time, money rules from 4 to 
4% per cent. Call money is easily obtained 
at 4 per cent, and the best borrowers can 
probably supply their wants at 3% per cent, 
especially when a large amount of funds is 
involved. 

* At the clearing house this morning the 
official quotation was still 4 per cent. We 
are told, however, from several authorita- 
tive sources that money has loaned for sev- 
eral days, on the quiét, at 3% percent. It 
was even intimated that loans were made 
privately this morning at 3 per cent. The 
leading banks maintain the 4 per cent rate 
at the clearing house.”’
